troduced a novel scheme for the re- 
Nef of ware earners with limited in- 
comes. <A bill already passed by the 
Legislative Assembly provides that the 
Board of Trade shall ascertain the 
cost of living for & mai. and wife as 
well ag for a single child and for 
each additional child in the family. 
Statistics will set the cust of living 80 
that it wll form a basis from which 
all wages ‘will be calculatod. Ths 
maintenance of the children of work- 
ergs will be mot by payments from a 
fund administered by the Government, 
Employe-s receiving not more than 
$1.25 above the declared living wage 
will be paid the full amount which 
will be ascertained by the board to 
be the cost of maintenance «f each 
child or each addtional child. For 
each $1.25 whereby the wages of the 
parent exceed the living wage a de- 
duction of one-twelfth of the cost 
will be made in respect to each child, 
payment for which ‘will gradually 
diminish so that it will eventually 
yanish, in case of workers ceceiving 
three pounds sterling or more in ex- 
cess of a living wage. 

The fund already mentioned will 
be secured from employers each pay- 
Ing in regpect to his averase daily 
number of employees an amount per 


loyee ascertained by dividing the 
eaeiyy, for the 


total cost of maintenance 

children of his employees covered by 
the act amongst all number cf his 
employees, 


A Government statistician will make 
the necessary calculations to secure 
essential data for determining the 
amounts payable, No payments will 
be made in respect to the children of 
employees on strike, 

The bill applies nractically to all 
the employees ir the State, whose 
earnings do not exceed 400 pounds 
annually with the exception of rural 
and domestic workers.

CONDEMNS REPORT 
OF THE SOLDIERS’ 
RE-ESTABLISHMENT 


United Veterans’ League Opposed 
to Committee’s Report to 
House 


TORONTO, Nov. 2.—At a meeting 
of the United Veterans’ league in Mas- 
sey hall here this afternoon, a resolu- 
tion was passed condemning the re- 
port of the sold(ers’ re-establishment 
committee presented to the house of 
commons by its chairman, Hon, J. A. 
Calder, declaring that it ‘discloses the 
most flagrant and pitiless disregard of 
the rights and necessities of returned 
soldiers upon the question of gratul- 
ties, and whereas the recommendations 
made in the said report are but idle 
subterfuges of an already disregarded 
government to evade its obligations 
and responsibilities to returned sold- 
jers, and the financial Inability quoted 
{n the said report is designedly inac- 
curate and untrue, and whereas the 
Right. Hon. Sir R. L. Borden, through 
the minister of justice stated that the 
question of gratuities would not be 
considered by the committee, the bad 
faith of the government in permitting 
the taking of evidence upon gratuities 
{s established conclusively, therefore, 
be {s resolved, that this meeting 
pledges itself to encompass the defeat 
of the government and every member 
of parliament who speaks or votes in 
favor of the adoption of the report.”

PRES. KLINCK 
SPEAKS AT THE 
UNIVERSITY 


“The Church in Its Relationship 
to the Rural Problem’’ 


“In Canada the country church 1s 
a problem of the first magnitude,” sald 
President G. 8. Klinck of the Univer- 
sity of B.C., in opening his address 
to students and friends at the regular 
Sunday morning service in convoca- 
tion hall of the University of Alberta. 


If, as has been often claimed, the 
country church is the recruiting 
ground for the city church, then a 


strong country is of vital interest to 
urban as well as rural peoples. Pastors 
must have more than a visiting ac- 


quaintance with things of the country. | 
Only he can talk intelligently of such , 


things and to such people, who has 
been a student of all that pertains to 
the church environment. 

The speaker dwelt upon the rerret- 


table condition obtaining as a result) 


of rura! depopulation; the loss is ab- 
solute—qualitative as well as quantl- 
tative, The cityward trend of popula- 
tion is a universal condition; Canada 
has suffered less perhaps than most 
countries, yet here it is too pronounced. 
There has been a marked falling off of 
candidates for the ministry, though 
perhaps congregations may Have in- 
creased in number. Rural surveys 
have been made the object being diag- 
nostic, amply to 
the attitude being sympathetic and 
the criticism constructive. The con- 
dition just mentioned has been found 
to be increasingly pronounced. It has 
been found too, that flourishing 
churches are not to be found amid 


impoverished rural conditions. There | 


has been too, a waste of effort because 
each effort has been scattered. There 
is a necessity for correction through 
church federation and union. There 
is a change in the conception of what 
the church calls for. The business of 
the church is to help man and to exert 
{ts influence to improve his condition. 
The gospel of social service should be 
preached along with that of salvation. 
The effort of the church should be 
directed to inspire an appreciation of 
rural life, to encourage self culture, 
to foster community ideals, social, edn- 
cational, recreational and religious, to 
labor for improved school conditions 
control 


and lastly, to develop and 
wholesome recreation, for country 
people in these days like their city 


cousins, go weary in their leisure mo- 
ments. 

Pres. Klinck was strongly impressed 
with the fact that the country pastor 
stands at the crux of the situation 
The successful country pastor has not 
been made at colleges and seminaries 
alone. He must be a student of rural 
psychology and rural economics. To 
elevate his people educationally he 
must Ireep in touch with his provincial 
university. Better education !s an 
incentive to better agriculture. We 
must live near his work and near the 
life-of his people. Sermons, marriages 
and funerals alone constitute a dis- 
mal type of religion and absentee pas- 
tors are a handicap to progress, The 
pastor is not a professional reformer 
but a human informer and not In too 
great hurry to see results. The speak- 
er » ended for a country pastorate as 
a distinct vocation, a specialty in it- 
self. The term “rural minister’ has 
risen in appreciation during the last 
few years. ‘There is a definite place 
for the pastor who seeks to help his 
people to see God through their agri- 
culture, their recreation, their schools, 
their social functions aided in all the 
activities of rural life. In this en- 
deavor the field for service on the 
part of women of culture has greatly 
widened. On them must rest to 
great degree the burden of revitalizing 
rural life. 

In concluding an unusually strong 
address on this important problem, 
Pres, Klinck pointed out that it should 
not be looked upon as a country prob- 
lem alone, but as @ great country op- 
portunity worth the best efforts of 
strong men, There must be funda- 
mental reconstruction In the nature of 
church work and church relatlonship. 
To the scientific farmer, the earnest 
teacher, the efficient community 
worker and the settled sympathetic 
pastor must we look for the handling 
of this problem and this opportunity.

FATHER OF ARTHUR ° 
MURPHY DIES AT 
"ROSEMONT, ONT. 


Was Ninety-four Years of Age 
and Was a Pioneer 
Farmer 


After @ long life of ninety-four 
years Andrew Murphy, a farmer at 
|Rosemount, Ontani. died at th 
|place on Wednesday, October 29th. 
The late Mr. Murphy was the father 
of Arthur Murphy, 11011 88th avenue, 
district manager of the Hquitabite 
Life Assurance. 

The late Mr. Murphy was a pioneer 
of Ontario, having come from Ire- 
jland to Rosemont when he was but 
five years of age, and had lived at 
Rosemont continuously for the past 
eighty-nine years. Among the_ in- 
cidents of his long career, was the fact 
that he was never known to have 
'been sick a single day, until he sus- 
tained injuries through a fall a few 
days prior to his death, During this 
Nong period of residence at Rosemont, 
as a farmer, he never suffered the 
\failure of even one crop. His wife 
‘prereceased him only two years ago at 
the gae of elght-seven. 

The late Mr. Murphy ‘is survived by 
five sons and three daughters. Arthur 
Murphy, of Edmonton, Rey.

COURT FOR SPECIAL 
LABOR DISPUTES IS 
NEW PROPOSITION 


Labor Ministry to Introduce Bill 
to This Effect in British 
House

LONDON, Nov. 2.—An Industrial 
|court and courts of inquiry to examine 
Into special labor disputes are among 
the principal provisions «of the biil 
the ministry of labor proposes to in- 
troduce in the house of commons Mon- 
day. The industrial court's decision 
will be binding, but the parties to a 
dispute are not compelled to submit 
their case to the court. Courts of 
tnquiry could be set up »y the labor 
minister, with power to summon wit- 
nesses and documents. Apparently, 
their principal function would be to 
make a quick report on: the facts, 
thus giving the public an opportunity 
of deciding upon the merits of “the 
wages act’ by which war wages and 
bonuses are effective one year after 
fits passage, the new bill providing that 
there shall be no reduction in wages 
before September 30, 1920, the same 
date as get In the recent settlement of 
the railway strike. Some of the labor 
\leaders maintain that the bill fs un- 
necessary, suggesting that capital and 
labor might well come to erips on the 
wage question, as goon as the present 
lay expires. 

The bill was drafted after confer- 
ences between the ministry and the 
labor leaders. Discussions among the 
labor leaders on this matter will con- 
tinue next aveek.

OUT IN BARCELONA

Four of Nine Important News- 
papers Have Stopped 
Publication 


BARCELONA, Nov. 2.—The civil 
governor of Barcelona was in confer- 
ence for several hours until threo 
o'clock this morning with the leading 
citizens of the city in an effort to de- 
vise means preventing the lockout by 
the employers set for tomorrow in 
Barcelona, and In the event of failure, 
making sure that order would be 
| maintained. All the confreres prom- 
ised to give their help to seek to pre- 
vent violence, and work for the re- 
establishment of normal social cond!- 
tions in the city. 

Four out of the nine important 
newspapers in Barcelona have stopped 
publication because of the pending 
lockout. During a speech deliverec 
recently by Francisco Cambo, the au- 
tonomist party leader, the Barcelona 
reporters who are members of the 
journalists’ union, refused to report 
the speech unless the non-union mem- 
bers were expelled from the hall. Upon 
Senor Cambo refusing to order the 
expulsion, the syndicalist reporters quit 
the room, leaving their papers with- 
out a report of the address. 


CONFESSES TO TH

* OF COUNT TISZA 


BUDAPEST, Friday, Oct. 30, — A 
man named Sztenykowski, one of the 
band which brought about the assas- 
sination of Count Tisza in November, 
| 1918, today confessed to having fired 

the first shot in the course of an 
investigation into the assassination of 
the former premier. 

A former marine named Dobo, ad- 
mitted having received 10,000 crowns 
from War Minister Iindner after the 
murder was accomplished, and that 
two weeks later he received another 
10,000 crowns from Secretary of State 
Lahn. Dobo, however, said he was 
not aware if Lahn knew why he was 
ordered to pay the money,

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Work of Women’s 
Institutes in Alberta 


The Womens’ Institutes of the 
Acadia Constituency held a district 
tally on October 4th in Youngeiown. 
There was a large gathering, includ- 
ng representatives from Roseacre, 
Cereal, Rawlinsor’ Sounding Creek, 
Ryer4on, St. Elol, Pioneer, Circle 
Hawksdale, Sibbald and Fair Acres. 
Mra, J. Travers, of Fair Acres, the 
convenor,-opened the meeting, follow- 
ing which on address of welcome was 
given by the Rey. G. R, Geeson, and 
was responded to by Mrs. W. M. Sum- 
merby, of Sibbald. Several musical 
{tems were rendered and reports of 
mthe local instituies were given. The 
district wae felt to be too large, and 
t was decided to divide the constit- 
ency at Chinook, all the Institutes, 
past of Chinook, forming one district, 
1ef which Mrs. W. L. Summerby, of 
fbdald, was appointed convenor, and 

r the west district, Including Chin- 
bok, Mrs. A, Sisler, of Youngstown, 
Was appointed. 

The main feature of the rally was 
the splendid address of the provincial 
Superintendent, ‘Miss Mary MclIsaacs, 
who sketched the phenomenal growth 
of the institute movement. Miss Mc- 
saac said that the earliest record we 

ave on this continent of a womens’ 
Club was that organized in Jackson- 
ville, Ili, in 1833, It was started for 
the purpose of self-improvement. Not 
untll the Civil War, however, did the 
Womens’ clubs of the United States 
take shape, and they were popularly 
Faewn as the “Middle-aged Women’s 

niversity.”” The institute movemnt 
In Canada was started much later and 
lke other great movements, began in 
quite an accidental way. Mrs. John 
Hoodless, who lived near Hamilton, 
started the movement twenty years 
@go. She noticed that the Ontario 

overnment was making grants to var- 

ous mens’ organizations for the im- 


provement of agriculture and qonceiv- , 


ead the jdea of forming a group of 
women into a soctety for the study of 
household science. She appealed to 
the government for aid, pointing out 
that this wag just as essential as the 
encouragement of scientific agricul- 
ture. Succeeding in this appeal, the 
Ontario Womens’ Institute took sh@pe 
and the movement rapidly spread over 
the province. Other provinces fell 
into line with Ontario, and in 1912,

Labor Group Delegates Will 
Make an Effort to Destroy 
Votes 


EIGHT-HOUR DAY 


—— 


Contend That Some Delegates 
Not Qualified to Represent 
Their Counties 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.-—-Dissatis- 
fled w.th the present basis oL re- 
presentauon in the international labor 
cunlerence, the labor group delegates 
today decided to make an eflort to 
throw out the votes of ail countries 
which have not sent workers’ dele- 
gules and are represented only by 
goverhimental appo.nteds, 

More than ten Latin-American 
countries, as well as Ch.na, Roumania 
and Siam have not sent labor dele- 
sales, and are represented by a dip- 
lomatic officer siauioned in this 
country, The labor delegates con- 
tended that these ofliciais were not 
acquainted intimately with conditions 
in thelr home country and not quali- 
fied to represent them, 

The grievence goes back to the 
provisions of the Versailles treaty, 


jwhich gave the government two dei- 


egates, employers one and labor one. 
At the Amsterdam meetings of the 
international federation of trades un- 
ions, wh.clf will hold its session here 
on the arrival of the German 
Austrian representatives, the demand 
was made that the government del- 
egation in each case be reduced to 
one. 
Program Blockeu 

The rais.ng of this issue blocked tho 
program of the conterence to take 
up Monday the quest.on of an eight- 
hour day and forty-eight hours week. 
‘the commiss.on on selection, which 
‘s the conference steering committee, 
was unable to agree on procedure 
to handle the probiems and the entire 


conference next week. Some delegates 
favored referring the question of re- 
presOntation to a committee to pre- 
pare » plan or re-organization of the 
conference, 

Labor delegates sought this delay 


in the program for the further 
purpose of preventing action prior 
to the arrival of the Germans and 


Austrians, it was sa-d, as they are ex- 
pected to be almost solidly in sym- 
pathy with the workers. By elim- 
inating the votes of governmental 
delegates, from the countries with- 
out labor representation, and through 
the support of the governmental 
appointees of Germany, Austria and 
other countries believed to side with 
labor as aganst capital, the labor 
leaders hope, it was said, to create 
a bloe strong enough to prevent the 
conference taking any action un- 
favorable to it. A two-thirds vote !s 
required on all conclusions of the 
conference. The government delegates 
of Czecha-Slovakia and probably of

Neither the Grand Trunk 
management nor its investors, 
whether in stocks or bonds, has 
asked for government interfer- 
ence in its affairs. If it is able to 
pay dividends the shareholders 
take the money because it is theirs. 
If it is not able to pay they accept 
the loss without complaint. 
reason for the decision to add the 
Grand Trunk system to the 14,000 
miles of railway line already un- 
der government control is stated 
to be that unless the Grand Trunk 
is so added the government can- 
not make the operation of the

Australian Commissioner Gives a 
Rosy Picture of Reconstruc-

New York Tribune: In comparison 
with the rest of the world, Australia is 
apparently enjoying great prosperity 
according to figures cited and state- 
ments made by Mark Sheldon, High 
Commissioner for the Commonwealth 
|of Australia in the United States, who 
arrived here this week.

I 
venture to say that whereas the ex- 
penditure under this heading has been 
somewhere between 60 and 70 per cent 
of thé actual money borrowed from 
Great Britain—apart from loans for 
war expenditure—the market value of 
the railways would now represent a 
total of more than the pre-war debts. 
In other words, if we realized on our 
railway assets the public debt of Aus- 
tralia, apart from war loans, could be 
wiped out,” 

Commissioner Sheldon continued 
that Australia is now taking 15 per 
cent of her entire imports from the 
United States, but is 
cent of her exports to this country. 
“This trend of trade,” he said, “at 
present is considerably aided by rates 
of exchange which on goods gold to 
Australia favor the American exporter 
to the extent of 15 per cent.” 

Mr, Sheldon spoke of the friendship 
between English-speaking nations that 
the war had brought about and the 
admiration which Australia and Am- 
erican soldiers have for each other.
